reports include the reported interest of LIFE magazine and a TV network* While 
I would welcome the suits if I have legal assistance* I will not be h^p-y 
about the accompanying defamations* I think this is not unrelated to ^ 
unpublished work* 

Before I went to Kew Orleans 1 had drafted much of a book I call 
COUP D'ETTAT, .Since my wturn, certain aanaationul materials I had expected 
haw become available* Thee© also bear vitally on government suppression* 

Whet has not been suppressed I heve incorporated in the text, whi c& ia not about 
50,000 words* 'hat x haw hare la pretty much the story of tbs Birmingham 
church bombing, among many other things t What is suppressed deals with this 
bombing* I have the name of the man supposed to have don© it, the names of 
accessories* snd the federal government knew all ©bout it, even the voice 

of one accessory describing it, on tape, which! now have* Slot from the federal 
government, however, but from a private source. There la no doubt of the content 
of what, in this case, ia suppressed, for it was indexed and 1 have tte index; 

This book should be wine bio ml exciting to Eagres* I wish I thought 
tftsrs was ohanca of its imnedi^te publication* A now have three unpublished books 
and have no prospects of the help without wbich 1 cannot publish* With sli#t 
help I could have that one out in lees then a month* I wish I could reach respon- 
sible Negro leaders end let them see whet * hey© end how it can help them, without 
it costing them anything, perhaps with the possibilities ofiy folding th^lr organi- 
zations sn income*
